Not Yet Proved of Great Value as @ 
Fertilizer r 

Radium ig on» of the newest fer- 
tilizers on the market, an. as yet, 
little is known by the, general, pub- 
lic as to-its real value though much 
has been said and written, concern- 
ing it. At the Illinois Station it was 
tried: out on corn and*“sev beans and’ 
found wanting in both -cagcs. Out 
of 24 average results only 60 per 
cent favored the radium, In all classes 
the average variation from:the check 
or unfertilized plant was so slight 
and so evenly distributed* for | and 
against “‘as to lead only to the con- 
clusion that radium applied at a cost 
of $1, $10 or $100, per: acre -pro-. 
duced no effect upon the crop‘yields © 
either the first or second season.” 
‘The experimenfers at tue Iibinois 
Station claim that even if the rad- 
ium fertilizer were to increase tha 
crop yields “the effect would be that 
of a stimulant and the increase 
would be secured at’ the expense of 
the soil. Thus the soil would not , 
be enrithed in fertility, but actually 
impoverished by such wreatment.’ 

This year it is being tested out at 
the °Ontario Agricultural College, 
but it is too soon yet to get definite 
information from this souree. From 
presvnt indications, however, it may 
prove of some-value. Until its ac- 
tual value has besn determined we 
would advise the tarmer to buy what 
he knows to be good.—lamily Herald, 
Montreal.

It seen:s 
that the local society ef musicians is awaiting the formaticn 
of au agreement of some kind from the town council. And 
then again, it seems that the héartis gradually rotting from 
the aggregation. that was once sucha credit to the town, that 
waa once such «a pattern to be followed that every little town 
along the line looked upon it with admiration, 

Councillors willtell us that the reason for the present 
apathy is occasioned by the fact that inthe past the monetary 
support. given by council has: been too much for the value 
of the returns. Bandsmen give us the reason that the council 
is expecting too much and that the frame of council's present 
agreement is of such construction as to be farand away 
beyond the physicial, mental or any other kind of possibilities 
of band members. 

Be the reason attached te. council or to players, this much 
is certain: that the present condition of affairs should not exist. 
Some amicable ubderstanding should be reached and reached 
at the earliest. The present state of lethargy might not ap- 
pear serious to some but what it means is summed up in just a 
sentence the sense of which is tothe effect that the Wain- 


wright Citizens’ Band, through lack of treatment to an ailment - 


that could be easily cured, is dying a slow, quiet, almost pain- 
less death. 

Some of our men of affairs may say: “Well, we'll do with- 
outa band.

What a check i in population means is 
kuown by every businessman for population is the absolute 
essential for town existance, town development and town 
prospérity. Do away with the social and amusement sides of 
town life and you make your town one that is painful to livein. 

With such asthecase then and providing the band's re- 
quest isa reasonable one and The STaR believes it is, there 
should not be the slightest hesitancy aboutits approval.. It is 
a public organization operating for the good of the people and 
for this reason alone it should receive every support within 
reason. If any retrenchment is to be made it should not be in 
connection withthe Wainwright Citizens’ Band while other 
avenues for economy are open.

On some farms the great loss 
comes in overfeeding. Ja such cases 
much of the food that is taken into 
the system is not properly assimi- 
lated hénce wasted. Sone animals 
will stop eating when the stomach 
is full, while otners will eat so long 
as there is anything before’ them. 
Animals suck as the ljatter should be 
given only the amount of food that 
they require. This will depend on the 
kind and size of animal, as well as 
the purpose for which it is used,. Ia 
eases of overfeeding not only is food 
wasted, but some of ‘the cnergies of 
tha body will be taxed to dispose of 
the excessive amount and the horse 
will be injured instead of being bene- 
fitted by the good intentions of the 
feeder.
